Remains Of 
Insect 150 

Million | - 
Years Old | 


: Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 30. 

The remains of the world’s 
largest inspect, a prehistoric dragon 
fly two and one-half feet long that 
ruled the air 160,000,000 yenrs azo, 
have been’ found in a Kansas 
limestone bed,. it was announced 
here. 

Only a part of one wing was 
!found by ‘Dr. Frank M, Carpenter 
of the Harvard University Museum 
of Comparative Zoology, but this 
was considered cnough to estimate 
accurately the size of the entire 
gpecimen, becnuse smaller insects 
of the same family have been 
found in well-preserved condition, 

The giant insect, whose wing 
was found near Elmo, Kansas, was 
a member of the group kiown as 
Protodonats of the Permian Age. 
Insects of this type, with Jong thin 
bodies and long wings, were the 
most powerful that ever lived. 
They ate smaller insects, chiefly 
covkronches, There were no birds 
or mammals then,

Dr. Irving Lorge of Teachers 
College,-Columbia University, in 
addressing ‘the Psychology section 
of the convention, asserted that 
from studies he had conducted he | 
was convinced that deterioration 
observed by psychologists and lay-._ 
men “is more apparent than real.” 

“It is due,” he said, “to dimming 
sight, alowing movements, dulled’ 
hearing, and preoccupation with 
life’s problems, It is not a loss of 
mental power as such, but rather 
an Inability to work as fast with 
mental tasks.” : 

Dr. Lorge applied tests to 143 
unemployed adults, ranging in_uge 
from 20 yenrs to 70 years, which 
indicated, he said, that the ap- 
parent decline with age varica- 
when different mental tests are 
ased as the “yard stick” of 
measurement, eapecially those In- 
volving spocd, where the apparent 
decline is greatest, 

“Our study demonstrates,” he 
snid, “that power to do mental 
work probably does not deteriorate 
with age. The reported deteriora: 
tion is more apparent than real. 
Tests commonly used to measure 
mental ability ure not a genuine 
measure of mental power, because 
they usunlly rest primarily on

BRITISH EDUCATION 
REFORM. 


Britain is at the moment 
engaged on a big scheme of 
educational reform, in which 
practically all aspects of the 
question are being taken in 
hand.

DAY 
SAFETY IN THE AIR 


Those concerned with British 
aviation do not lay too much stress 
upon high speed-and the gencral 
efficiency of acroplanes at the ex- 
pense of the comfort and the safety 
of passengers. “The accident 
figures show that flying is becoming 
steadily safer in British machines. 
This is true of both the Royal. Air 
Force and civil aviation, in spite 
of apparent contradictory evidence 
in recent daya. The number of 
fatal accidents to Royal ‘Aircraft 
recorded for 19365 was twenty-five, 
involving forty-three deaths— 
which Included nine killed ‘in one 
accident. This is ndmittedly . a 
higher figure than that of “1984, 
when twenty fatal accidents were 
attended by thirty-one deaths. 
Against thia-must.be eet an in- 
crease of:ten squadrons in the 
strength of~the service and the 
‘fact ‘that the houra flown in 1936 
have been appreciably higher than 
in 1934. It 4s belleved that in no 
other ‘air-force in the world Ia the 
average amount of flying mileage 
Bo great as In the. British Air 
Foree.’ ‘The aggrogate number of 
tiles flown lost year exceeded fifty 
million. 


A similar story could be told 
of civil’ aviation. In.1986 there 
were twenty-three fatal accidents, 
to civil planes, including air liners, 
jand _forty-efght people: lost_their 
lives; whoreas.in 1934 the number 
of fatal accidents’ was twenty-five, 
and forty-five lost their lives, But 
here again allowance must be made 
for tremendous increase in the 
number of. miles’ flown. The 
mileage covered, by civil planes has 
not ‘yet been estimated but there 
have been increases in alr trans- 
Port in all directions. In this con- 
nection the: record of Imperial 
Airways deserves special mention. 
From 1998 to 1935 this Company 
carried 129,000 passengers and its 
aeroplanes flew a distance of 
6,800,000 miles, but the recent 
accident to one of its planes off 
Alexandria was the first fatal ono
